Of the TTnited States to the two Houses 
of Congress at the Commeucement of 
the First Session of tho Thirty-Ninth 
Congress. 

Fellou). Cilitent of the Senate 

and House of Representatives: 
To express gratitude to God, in the name 
of tlie people, for the preservation of the 
United .Stales, is my first duly in addressing 
you. Our thoughts next revert lo the death 
of the late President by an act of parricidal 
treason. The grief of the nation is still 
fresh; it finds some solace in the considera- 
tion that he lived to enjoy the highest proof 
of its confidence l y entering on the renewed 
term of the Chief Magistracy, lo which he 
had been elected; that he brought the civil 
war substantially to a close; that his loss 
was deplored in all parts of the Union; and 
that foreign nations liave rendered justice to 
his memory. His removal cast upon me a 
heavier weight of cares than ever devolved 
iifion any one of his predecessors To ful- 
fill my trust I need the support and confi- 
dence of all who are associated with me in 
the various departments ol Government and 
the support and confidence ol the people. 
There is but one way in which 1 can hope 
lo gain their necessary aid, it is to stale 
with (rankness llie principles which guide 
my conduct, and their application to tlie 
present state of afi'airs, well aware that the

fficienev ol my labors will, in a great meae- 
ure, depend on your and their undivided ap- 
probation. 

The Union of ihe United Slates of Ainer 
ca was intended hy its authors to last as 
long as the States themselves shall last. 
The Union sham, he l■EItl’BTL'Al. " are the 
words of the Conlederatioii. “To FOit.v 
MORE TERFECT U.NioN,'' by an Ordinance of 
the people of the United .States, is the de- 
clared purpose of the Constitution. The 
hand of Divine Providence was never more 
plainly visible in the aflair.-) of men than in 
the (raining and the adoption ol llial insiru 
inenl. It is, beyond comparison, the great- 
est event in American history; ami indeed 
is it not. of all eveius in modern times, the 
most pregnant willi consequences for every 
people of the earth? The memhers ol the 
Convention which prepnre.l it brought lo 
their work the experience of ihe Confedera- 
tion, ,of ’.lieir several Slates, and of other 
Republican Governments, old and new; but 
they needed and they obtained a wisdom su- 
perior to experience. And wlien for its 
validity it required the approval of a people 
that occupied a large part ol a coniinent 
and acted separately in many distinct con- 
ventions, what is more wonderltil than that, 
after earnest coiilcnlion and long discussion, 
all feelings and all opinions were ultimately 
drawn in one way lo its support? 

The Conslilulioii lo which life was thus 
niparled contains within itself ample rv- 
soiirces for iis own pre.-.ervation. It has 
power 10 enforce the laws, punish treason, 
and ensure domestic ir.anqttility. In case 
of the usurpation ol the Governuicnt ol a 
Slate by one man, or an oligareby, it be 
comes a duly ol the United Slates 10 make 
good the guarantee lo that Stale of a re- 
publican form of government, and so lo main- 
tain the homogencousness of all. Does the 
lapse of lime reveal defects? simple mode 
ol amendment is provided in iheConstiiulion 
Iself, so that its conditions can always be 
made lo conform to the requirements ol 
advancing civilization. No room is allowed 
even for the thought ol a possibility of its 
coming to an end. And these powers ol 
self-preservation have always been asserted 
in their complete integrity by every patrio- 
tic Chief Magistrate — by Jefferson and Jack 
son, not less than hy Washington and Mad 
ison. The parting advice of the Father o! 
his Country, wliile yet President, to the peo- 
ple of the United .Stales, was, lliat “tlie free 
Constitution, which was the work ol their 
hands, might be sacredly maintained ;” and 
the inaugural words of President Jeft’er- 
son held up “the preservation ol the Gene- 
ral Government, in its constitutional vigor 
as the sheei-auchor ot onr peace at home 
and safety abroad ” The Conslilulion is the 
work of “the People of the United .Stales, 
and It should be as indcsirnclible as the peo 
pie. 

It is not strange that tiic Iraiuers of the 
Constitution, which hail no model iti the 
past, should not have fully comprehended 
the excellence ol their own work. Fresl 
from a struggle against arbitrary power, 
many patriots suffered from liarrassin; 
fears of an absorption of the Stale Govei n- 
menls by the General Government, ami 
many from a dread that the ,Slate.« would 
break away from theirorbits But the very 
greatness of our country should allay the 
apprehension ol encroachments hy the Gen 
eral Government. The subjects that come 
unquestionably within its jurisdiction are so 
numerous that it must ever naturally reluse 
to be embarrassed by questions tliaf lie Ije 
yond it. Were it otherwise, the Executive 
would sink beneath Ihe burden; the channels 
of justice would be choked; legislation 
would be obstructed by excess; so that there 
is a greater temptation lo exercise some ol 
the functions of the General Government 
through the Slates than to trespass on their 
rightful sphere. “The absolute acquies- 
cence injthe decisions of the majotity" was, 
at the licginning of the century, enforceil by 
Jefferson “as tlie vital principle of rcpiib 
lice," and the events of tlie last four years 
have established, we will hope forever, that 
there lies no appeal to force. 

The maintenance of Ihe Union brings 
with it "tlie support of the Slate Govern 
nients in all their riglils;" but it is not one 
of the rights ol any .Stale Government 10 
renonnec its own place in the Union, or 
nullify the laws of the Union. The largest 
liberty is lo be maintained in ihe discnssioi 
of the acts of the Fedeial Goi ernnieni; but 
there is no appeal Iroin iis laws, except lo 
the various branches of the Governineiil 
sell, or lo the people, who grant 10 Ihe mein 
bers of tlie Legislature and of the Execu 
live Departments no tenure fnit a limited 
one, and in that manner always retain the 
powers of redress. 

“The sovereignty of the .Stales,' is ili 
language ol the Confederacy, ami not ll 
language of the Coiistiiulion. The latter 
contains the emphatic words: “The Consii- 
tulion and Ihe laws ol the United .Stales

and all treaties made or which shall be 
made under the authority of the United 
Slates, shall be the supreme Jaw ol the land; 
and the judges in every Stale shall be 
bound thereby, anything in the constitution 
or laws of any Slate lo the contrary not- 
withstanding.” 

Certainly the Govemioent of the United 
States is a limited Government; and so is 
every Stale Government a limited Govern- 
ment. With us tliis idea of limitation 
spreads through every form of administra- 
tion, general, State, and municipal, and 
rests on the great distinguishing principleof 
the recognition of the rights ol man. The 
ancient republics absorbed the individual in 
the Slate, prescribed his religion, and con- 
trolled his activity. Tlie American systeiii 
rests on the assertion ol the equal right of 
every man to life, liberty, and the piirsiiil 
of happiness; to freedom ot conscience, to 
the culture and exercise of all his faculties. 
As a consequence, tlie Slate Government is 
limited, as to the General Goveriimeiil in 
the interest of Union, as to the individual 
citizen in tlie interest of freedom. 

States, with proper limitations of power, 
are essential 10 the existence of the Coiisii- 
lution of the United Stales. At the very 
commencemeni, when we assumed a place 
among the powers of the e.irth, the Declara- 
tion ol Independence was adopted by Slates; 
so also were the Articles of Confederation; and 
when “the people of tlie United Stales' or- 
daintd and established tJie Consiiiiition, it 
was the assent of ihe .Stales, one by one, 
which gave it vitality. In the event, loo, of 
any ainendmeni lo the Constitution, the pro- 
posiiion ol Congree.s needs the confirmation 
of .States. Wlihout .Stales, one great brand, 
of the legislative government woiihl be 
wanting. ,\nd, if we look beyond the letter 
of tlie ConslitulioD to the character ol our 
country, its capacity for compreiiending 
within its jurisdiction a vast continental em- 
pire is due lo the system ot Slates. The 
best security lor llic perpetual existence ol 



he States is the “supreme aiilhorily" of the 
Conslilulion of the United States. The 
perpetuity ol the t.'oiistiluliou brings with it 
the perpetuity ol the States: iheir mutual 
relation tiiakts 11s vvlial we are. and in our 
political system their cunuexioii is indis- 
soluble. The whole ctaiinol exist without 
tlie pans, nor the pans without the whole. 
.So long as the Constitution of the United 
States endures, the States will endure; the 
desirucliou of the one is the deairiictioii ol 
the other; tlie preservation ol the one is the 
preseivatioii of the other. 

I liavo thus explained iny views of the 
mutual relations ol the Coiisiituiioii and 
the .Stales, because they unfold the princi- 
ples on which I have sought to solve the 
inoinentouH questions and overcome the ap- 
palling dillicullies that met me at the very 
comDieDceiiienl of iny administration, ll 
has been my steadfast object 10 escape from 
the awsjf of iiioinenlary passions, and to de- 
rive a healing policy ironi Ihe fundamental 
and unchanging principles ol the Constitu- 
tion. 

found the States suffering from the ef- 
fects of a civil war. Resistance to the Gen- 
eral Government appeared 10 have exhaiiat- 
eil itself, file United Stales had recovered 
posaes.sion ol their forts and arsenals, and 
their arnr.es were in t tie occupation of every 
Stale which liutl attempted to secetle. 
Whether the territory withiii the limits ol 
those .States should he hehl a- conquered ter- 
ritory, iimler military authority einanaling 
Irtiiii llic President as the head'ol the army, 
was the fir.si qiu-stioii that presented itself 
fur decision 

Now, military governinenU, tsiablishe*! 
for an indefinite period, would liave offered 
no security lor tlie early suppres.sion ol dis- 
content, would have divided the people into 
the vanquishers and the vanquished; and 
would have envenomed haircil, rather than 
lave rcslorctl all'ection. Unce established, 
no precise limit to their continuance was 
conceivable They would have occasioned 
an incalculable and exhausting expense. 
Peaceful emigration to and Irom that porlioii 
ol the country is one of the best means that 
can be thought of lor the restoration of liarmo 
ny; and that emigration would have been 
prevented; lor what emigrant from abroad, 
hat industrious citizen at home, would 
place himself willinglg under military rule? 
The chief persons who would have followed 
in the train of the army would have been 
dependents on the fleneral Government, or 
men who expected (irofii from the miseries 
ol their erring rellow-citizens Ttie powers 
of patronage and rule which would have 
been exercised, under the President, over a 
va.=l, and populous, .anil naturally wealthy 
region, are greater than, unless iiikIW ex 
tremc necessity, I slioulil be willing to in- 
trust to any one man; they are such as, for 
inyaell, J could never, unless on occasions 
of great emergency, conseoi to exercise 
Ihe wilful use of such powers, if continued 
through a period of ye.ars. would have en- 
dangered Ihe purily ol the general adinin- 
islration and the hhenieH ol the litaU'S 
wliiijli remained loval. 

Beside.s, Ihe policy ol military rule over a 
conqnereii lerriiory wonhl have implied that 
the Stales ivhose inhabiianu may h.Hve tak 
en part in the rebellion had, by the act o 
those inhahilanis. ceased lo exist But the 
true theory is, that all pretended ads o( se- 
cession were, from llie beginning, null and 
void The .Slates cannot coiiiinit treason 
nor screen the iiulividnal citizens who inav 
have committed treason, any more lhan they 
can make valid Irealie.-i or engage in lawCu 
coniincrce with any loreigii Power. The 
Stales attenipting to secede placed iheni 
selves in a condition where their vitality was 
ini|iaired, but not e.xtingiiished — their liinc 
lions siispeiule.l, but not tlestroyed. 

But if any -'late ncgleclaor relnses to per 
lorm ils nlliees, there is the more need liiat 
the General Government sliou hi niui ntain all 
its fiiiilioriiy, and, as soon as practicable, re 
Slime the exercise ol all il.s lunclions. On 
this principle I have acu-d, and have grad 
e.ally and (piiclly. .ami hy almost impercepl 
ibie steps, sought to restore the rightful en 
ergy of the General Goverament and ol the 
■Stales Po that end Provisional Governors 
have been appointed for the Stales, Conveii 
lions culle.l, Governors electeif, I.egislaliires 
as.-embled, and Senators and Represemaiives 
cliosen to the Congress of the United Stales 
At the same time, the Courts of the United 
Slates, as far as could be done, hav? been 



States may be enforced througli their agen- 
cy. The blockade has been removed and 
the custom-houses re-established in ports of 
entry, so that the revenue of the United 
States may be collected. The Post-office 
Department renews its ceaseless activity, and 
the General Government is thereby enabled 
to communicate promptly with its officers 
and agents. The courts bring security 
to persons and property; the opening of the 
ports invites the restoration of industry aud 
commerce; the post-office renews the facili- 
ties of social intercourse and of business. 
And is 't not happy for us all that the res- 
toration of each one of these functions of 
the General Government brings with it a 
blessing to the States over which they are 
extended ? Is it not a sure promise of liar- 
mouy and renewed attachment to the Union 
that, after all that has happened, the return 
of the General Government is known only 
as a beneficence ? 

I know very well that this policy is attend- 
ed with some risk ; that for'its success it re- 
quires at least the acquiescence of the .States 
which it concerns; that it implies an invita- 
tion 10 those States, by renewing their alle- 
giance to the United States, to resume their 
functions as Slates of the Union. But it is 
a risk that must be taken; in the choice of 
difficulties, it is the smallest risk; and to di- 
minish, and il possible, to remove all dan- 
ger, I have fell il incumbent on me to as- 
sert one other tower of the General Govern- 
ment — the power of pardon. .As no .State 
can throw a defense ever the crime of trea- 
son, the power of pardon is exclusively vest- 
ed in the Executive Government of the Uni- 
ted Slates. In exercising that power, 1 hare 
taken every precaution to connect it witi 
the clearest recognition of the binding force 
ot the laws of the United Stales, and an 
unqualified acknowledgment of the gre.al so- 
cial change of condition in regard to slavery 
which has grown out ot tlie war. 

The next step I have taken lo restore the 
conslittitional relations of the States, baa 
been an invitation to them to participate in 
the high office of ameiuling the Constitution. 
Every patriot must wish for a general am 
nesty at the earliest epoch consistent with 
public safety. For this great end there is 
need ol a coiicurrei.ee of all opinions, and 
the spirit of mutual concili.aiion. All par 
lies ill the late leirible conllict iiiiisl work 
together in harmony. It is not loo much lo 
ask, in the name of the whots people, that, 
on the one side, the plan of restoration shall 
proceed in conformity with a willtogness to 
cast the disorders of the past into oblivion 
and that, on tho other, the endeuce of sin- 
cerity in the future maiulenance of the 
Union shall he put bevond any doubt by the 
ratification of tlie propo,-ed amendment to 
the Constitution, ivhich provides for the 
abolition of slavery forever within the lim 
its ol our country So long as the adoption 
of this ainendnieut is delayed, e<> long will 
doubt, and jealuuay , and unceitainty pre- 
ail. This is the measure whicli will ef- 
face the sad memory of the past; this is the 
measure wliich will most certainly call pop- 
ulation, and capital, and security to those 
)arts of the Union that need them most, 
indeed, il is not loo much lo ask of the 
Stales which are now resinning their places 
n the family of the Union to give this 
pledge of perpetual loyalty and peace. Uu 
til it is done, the past, however much we 
may desire il, will not be forgotten. The 
adoption of the amendineiu reunites us be 
yond all power Ol disruption It heals the 
wound that is still imperfectly closed ; it re- 
moves slavery, the element wliich lias so 
long perplexed and divided the country; it 
makes of us once more a united people, 
renewed and streugllieued , bound more 
than ever to mutual affection and support. 

The amendmeul to the Constitution being 
adopted il would remain lor the Slates, 
whose powers have been so long in abeyance, 
to resume their places ill the two branches 
of the National Legislature, and thereby 
complete the work ol restoration. Here it is 
for you, fellow-citizens of the Senate, and 
fur you, fellow-citizens of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, to judge, each ol you lor your- 
selves, of the elections, returns, and qualifi- 
cations of your own ineinbers. 

The full assertion of the powers ol the' 
General Government requires the holding ol 
Circuit Courts ol the Unileif Slates within 
the dislricls where iheir authority has been 
interrupted, in llie pre.senl posture of our 
public affairs, strong objections have been 
urged to bolding those conns in any of the 
States where tlie rebellion has existed; and 
it was ascertained, by inquiry, that the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States would not bs 
held within the Disiricl of Virginia during 
the autumn or early winter, nor until Con 
gress should have “an opportunity to con- 
sider and act on the whole subject." Toyour 
deliberations the restoration of this branch 
of the civil authority of the United States is 
therefore necessarily referred, with the hope 
that early provision will bs made for the re- 
sumption of all its lunclions Ilia manifest 
that irea.soD, most tlagranl in character, has 
been committed. Persons who are charged 
with its commission should have fair and iin- 
pariial trials in the highest civil tribunals of 
the country, in order that the Constitution 
and the laws may be fully vindicated; the 
truth clearly established and affirmed that 
treason is a crime, that traitors should be 
puuished and the offense made infamous: 
and, at the same time, that the question may 
be judicially settled, finally and forever, that 
no Stale of ils own will lias Ihe right to re- 
nounce its place in the Union. 

Tiie relations of the General Government 
towards the four millions of inliabiiants 
whom Ihe war has called into freedom, have 
engaged iny most serious consideration. On 
the propriety of attempting lo make freed- 
men electors by the proclamation ol the Ex- 
ecutive, I took for my counsel the Coiislitu- 
tioii ilsclf, the interpretations of that instrii- 
nienl by its authors and their contempo- 
raries, and recent legislation by Con- 
gress. When, at the first movemenliowards 
iii'lependence, Ihe Congress of the Uniied 
.Slates instructed the several .States to insti- 
tute governments ol their own, they left each 
.Stale lo decide for iiselt the conditions for 
the enjoyment of llic elective franchise. 
During the period of the Conlederacv, there 
continued to exist a very great diversity in 
the (Qualifications ol electors in the several 
States; and even within a State a distinction 
of qualifications prevailed with regard lothe 



officers who were to be chosen. The Con- 
stitution of the United Slates recognizes 
these diversities when it enjoins that, in the 
clmice of membersof the House of Represen- 
tatives of the Uniied States, “the electors in 
eacli State shall have the qualifications re- 
quisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the >Sthte Legislature." .After the 
formation of the Constitution, it remained 
as before, the uniform usage (or each State 
to enlarge the body of its electors, accord- 
ing lo its own judgment: and under this sys- 
tem, one Slate alter another has proceeded 
to increase the number of its electors, until 
now universal suffrage, or sonietliing very 
near it, ia tlie general rule. So fixed was 
Ibis reservation of power in the habile of the 
people, and so unqiieslioned has been the 
interprciation of the Constitution, that do- 
ing the civil war the late President never 
harbored the piiriwse— certainly never avow- 
ed the purpivse — of disregarding it; and in 
the acts of Congress, during that period, 
nothing can be found which, during the con- 
tinuance of lioetililies, much less alter their 
close, woitlil have sanctioned anv departure 
by the Executive from a iiolicy' which has 
so iiiiilorinly obtained. Moreover, a con- 
cession of the elective franchise lo thefreed- 
inen, by act of the President ol the Uniied 
States, must have been extended to all color- 
ed men, wlierever found, and so must have 
eslablished a change of suffrage in Ihe 
Northern , Middle, and Western Stales, not 
less than in the,Southern and .Southwestern. 
Snob an act would have created a new class 
of voters, and would have been an assump- 
tion ol |»ower by the President which noth- 
ing in tlie Conslilulion or laws of Ihe Unit- 
ed States would have warranted. 

On the other hand, ever danger of conflict 
is avoided when ihe settlement of the ques- 
tion is referred to the several Stales. They 
can, each for itrell, decide on the measure, ami 
whether il is lo be adopted at once and ab- 
solutely, or introduced gradually and with 
conditions. In my judgment , llie ireedmen, 
if they show patience and inanly virtues, 
will sooner obtain a participation in the 
elective Iranchise througli the States lhan 
through the Geaeral Government, even if it 
had potver 10 intervene. When the tumult 
ol emotions that have been raised by llie 
suddenness of the social change shall have 
subsided, it may prove that they will receive 
the kindliest usage from some of those on 
whom they have lieretofore most closely de- 
pended. 

But while I have iiodoiibt thatuow, after 
the close ol the war, it is not competent for 
tlieGeneral Government to extend the elec- 
tive franchise in the several Slates, il is 
equally clear that good faith requires the se- 
curity of llie freedmen in tlieir liberty and 
tlieir property, their right lo labor, and their 
right to claim the just return of Iheir labor. 

I cannot loo strongly urge a dispassionale 
treatment of this subject, which should be 
carefully kept aloof from all party strife 
Wtt must squally avoid luuty, assumptions 
of any natural impossibility for the two 
races lo live side by side, in a elate of mn 
tiial benefit and good will. The experiment 
involves us in no inconsistency; let us then 
go on and make that experiment in good 
lailh, and not be loo easily disheartened. The 
country is in need oflabor, and tlie Ireed- 
meu are in need of employment, culture, and 
protection. Wliile their right of voluntary 
migration and expatriation is not 10 be 
questioned, I would not advise their forced 
removal and colonization Let us raiher 
encourage them lo honorable and useful in- 
dustry; where it may be beneficial to them- 
selves and 10 Hie country; and, instead of 
hasty anticipations of the certainty ol fail- 
ure, let there be notliing wanting lo the (air 
trial of the experiment. The change in their 
condition is Ihe snbstilittion ol labor liv con- 
tract for the status of slavery. The freed- 
nian cannot fairly he accused of unwilling- 
ness lo work so long as a doubt remains 
about his freedom of ciioice in his pursuits, 
and llie certainly of his recovering his stip- 
ulated wages In this the inierest of the em 
ployer and the employed coincide. The em- 
ployer desires in his workmen spirit and 
alacrity, and these can be permaiieiitly se- 
cured in no other way. And if the one ought 
to be able to enforce the contract, so ought 
the other. The public interest will be best 
promoted, il the several Stales will provide 
adequate protection and remedies lor the 
freetlmen. Until this i.s in some way ac- 
complished, there is no cliance for the ad- 
vantageous use ol their labor, and llic blame 
of ill success will not rest on them.' 

I know tliat sincere philanthropy is ear- 
nest for the immediate realization of its re- 
motest aim.s; but time is always an clement 
in relorm . It Is one of tlie greatest acts on 
record to have broiigbt lour millions ol peo- 
pie into freedom. The career ol free indust- 
ry must be fairly opened lo lliein; and ihen 
Iheir lulure prosperily and condition iniisi, 
alter all, rest mainly on themselves ll 
ihey fail, and so perish away, let us be carc- 
lul that the failure shall not be allribuiable 
lo any denial of justice. In all that relates 
lo the destiny of the freedmen, we need not 
be too anxious to read the lulure; many ii.- 
cidenla wliich, from a speculative point of 
view, might r.aise alarm, will qiiieily .aciile 
ihemaelve.A 

Now that slavery is at an end or near iis 
end, the greatness of its evil, in (he point of 
view of public economy, becomes more and 
uiore apparent. .Slavery was essentially a 
monopoly ol labor, and as such locked the 
Stales where it prevailed against the in- 
coming of free industry. Where labor was 
the properly ol llie capitalist, the while 
man wa.s excluded from einploymenl, or 
had but the second best chance of finding 
it, and llie foreign emigrant turned a»ay 
from (be region where bis condition would 
be so precarious With the desirucliou of 
the monopoly, free labor will liaslen Ironi 
all parts of llie civilized world to assist in 
developing various and iiiiineaaurable re- 
sources wbicli have liitlierlo lain dormant. 
The eight or nine Stales nearest the Gulf of 
Mexico liave a soil of exuberant fertility, 
a climate friendly to long life, and can sus- 
tain a denser population than is loiind as 
yet in any part of our country. .And the 
liuiire influx ol population to (hem will be 
mainly from the North, or (roni the most 
cultivated nations in Europe. From the 
sufferinga tliat have niieiided them during 
our late struggle let us look away to the 
future, which is sure 10 be laden for them 
witti greater prosperity than lias ever before 



been known. The removal of ihe monopoly 
of slave labor is a pledge that those regions 
will be peopled by a numerous and enter 
prising population, which will vie with any 
in the Union in compactness, inventive ge- 
nius, wealth, and industry. 

Our Government springs Irom and wa.s 
made lor the people — not the people for the 
Government. To them it owes allegiance; 
Irotn them it must derive its courage, strength, 
and wisdom. But while the Government 
is thus bound to defer to the people, from 
whom it derives its existence, it should, from 
the very consideration of its origin, be strong 
in its power of resistance to the establish- 
ment of inequalities. Monopolies, perpet- 
uities, and cla.ss legislation, are contrary to 
the genius of tree government, and ought 
not to he allowed. Here, there is no room 
lor favored classes or monopolies; the prin- 
ciple of our Government is that of equal 
laws and freedom of industry. Wherever 
monopoly attains a foothold, it is sure to 
be a source of danger, discord, and trouble. 
We shall but fulfill our duties as legislators 
by according “equal and exact jttstice to all 
men, "special privileges to none. The Gov- 
ernment is subordinate to the [leople, but, 
as the agent and representative of the peo- 
ple, it must he held superior to monopolies, 
which, iu themselves, ought never to be 
granted, and which, where they exist, must 
he subordinate and yield to the Govern- 
meut. 

The Constitution confers on Congress the 
right to regulate commerce among the seve- 
ral States, ft is of the first necessity, for 
the maintenance of the Union, that that 
commerce should be free and unobstructed. 
Xo State can be justified in any device to 
tax the transit of travel and commerce be- 
tween the States. The position of many 
States is such, that, if they were allowed to 
take advantage of it lor purposes of local 
revenue, the commerce between States might 
be injuriously burdened, or even virtually 
prohibited. It is the best, while the coun- 
try is still young, and while the tendency to 
dangerous monopolies of this kind is still 
feeble, to tise the power of Congress so ns to 
prevent any selfish impediment to Ihe free 
circulation of men and merchandise. A 
taxon travel and mercliandise, in their trans- 
it, constitutes one of the worst lorms of 
monopoly, and the evil is increased it coup- 
led wilii a denial of the choice of route. 
When the vast extent of our country is con- 
sidered, it is plain that every obstacle to the 
free circulation ol commerce between the 
•States ought to be sternly guanlcd against 
by appropriate legislation, witliiii tlie liinils 
of the Constitution. 

Tile report of tlie Secretary of llie Inte- 
rior explains tiie condition ol tlie public 
lands, ilie transaefions of the Patent Office 
and the Pension Bureau, tlie management 
of our Indian affairs, Ihe progress made in 
the construction of the Pacific railroad, ami 
liirnishes information in reference to matters 
ol local interest in tlie District of Colum- 
bia. It also presents evidence of tlie suc- 
cessful operation of the Homestead Act, 
under tlie provisions of wliich 1,160,5.33 
acres of the public lands were entered dur- 
ing tlie last fiscal year — more tlian one- 
fourtli of tlie whole number of acres sold or 
otlierwise disposed of during that period. It 
is estimated lliat the receipts derived from 
this source are sufficient to cover tlie ex- 
penses incident to tlie survey and disposal 
of llic lands entered under this act, and that 
payments in acsli to tlie extent of from forty 
to fifty per cent, will be made by settlers, 
wlio may llius at any time acquire title be- 
fore tlie expiration of the period at wliicli 
it would otlierwise vest. Tlie homestead pol- 
icy was e.stabiislied only after long, and earn- 
est resistance; experience proves its wis- 
dom. The lands, in the liands of industri- 
ous setiler.s, whose labor creates wealtli and 
contributes to tlie public resources, arc wortii 
more to Ihe United States than it tliey liad 
been reserved as a solitude for future pur- 
chasers. 

Tlie lamentable events of llic last four 
years and tlie sacrifices made I'v ilie gallant 
men ol our army and navy, have swelled 
the records of the Pension Bureau to an un- 
precedented extent. On tlie 30th of June last, 
tlie total numlier of pensions was 85,980, re- 
quiring for their annual pay, exclusive of 
expenses, the sumol •?S,0 l> 3,4-15. The ntim- 
lier of applic.ations tliat have been allowed 
since tliat dale will require a large increase 
of tills amount for tlu ne.xt fiscal year. The 
means for the payment of llie stipends due, 
tinder e.xisting laws, to our disabled soldiers 
and sailors, an ! to the families of such as 
have perished in tlie service of the country, 
will no doubt be cheerlully and promptly 
granted. A grateful people will not hesi- 
tate to sanction any measures liaviug for 
their object the relief of soldiers mutilated 
and families made fatherless in the efibrt.s|to 
preserve our national existence. 

Ihe report of the Postmaster Gener.al pre- 
sents an encouraging exhibit of tlie opera- 
tions of the Postoffice Department during 
the year. The revenues of the past year 
from the loyal .States alone exceed the max- 
imiim anmial receipts from all the .States 
previous to the rebellion, in the sum of $6,- 
638, 091; and the annual average increase 
of revenue during the last four years, com- 
pared .with Ihe revenues of the four vears 
imniediatelv preceding the rebellion, was 
f3,533,845, The reveiiiiesjof tlie last fiscal 
year amounted to §14,556,158, and the ex- 
penditures to §13,694,728, leaving a surplus 
of receipts over expenditures ol §861,430. 
Progress has been made in restoring the 
postal service in tl-.e .Southern States. The 
views presented by tlie Postmaster General 
against the policy of granting subsidies to 
ocean mail steamship lines upon establialied 
routes, and in lavor of continuing the pres- 
ent system, which limits tlie compeiisalion 
for ocean service to tlie postage earnings, 
are'recommendedfto the'careliil^considcra- 
tion of Congress. 

It appears, from the report of the Secreta- 
ry of tlie Navy, tliat while, at the com- 
mencement of tile present year, there were 
ill commission, 530 vessels of all classes and 
descriptions, armed with 3,000 guns and 
manned by 51,000 men, the number of ves- 
sels at present in commission is 117, with 
830 guns and 12,128 men. By this prompt 
reduction of the naval forces tlie expenses 
ol the Government have been largely dimin- 
ished, and a number of vessels, pnrcliased 
for naval purposes Irom the merchant ma- 
rine, have been returned to the peaceful 
pur.suils of commerce. .Since the suppress- 
ion ot active hostilities our foreign squad- 
rons have been re established, and consist ol 
vessels much more efficient than those em- 
ployed on similar service previous to tlie re- 
hellion. The suggestion lor the enlarge- 
ment of the navy yards, and especially lor 
the establishment of one in Iresh water lor 
iron-clad vessels, is deserving of considera- 
tion, as is also the recommendation for a dif- 
ferent location am) more ample grounds Ibr 
the Xaval Academy. 

In the report of the .Secretary ol War, a 
general summary is given ol the mililarv 
campaigns of 1864 and 1865, ending in the 
suppression of armed resistance to the na- 
tional authority in the insurgent .States. The 



operations of the general administrative Bu- 
reaus of the War Department during the 
p.ist year are detailed and an estimate of 
the appropriations that will he required for 
military purposes in the fiscal year commenc- 
ing the 30th day of June, 1866. The n.a- 
tioiial tnilifary force on the 1st of May, 1865, 
numbered 1,000,516 men. It is proposed to 
reduce the military establishment to a peace 
fooling, comprehending fifty thousand troops 
of all arms, organized so as to admit of an 
enlargement by filling up the ranks to eigli- 
ty-lwo thousand si.x hundred, if the circum- 
Htanocs of the country should require an 
augmentation of the army. The volunteer 
force has already been reduced by the dis- 
charge from service of over eight hundred 
tlioiisand troops, and the Department is pro- 
ceeding rapidly in the work o( further re- 
duction. The war estimates are reduced 
from §516,240 131 to §33,814,461, which 
amount, in the opinion of the Department, 
is adequate for a peace establishment. The 
measures of relrencliinent in each Bureau 
and branch of llie service exhibit a diligent 
economy worthy of commendation. Refer- 
ence is also made in the report to the neces- 
sity of rirovidiiig for a uniform militia sys- 
tem, and to the propriety ol making suitable 
provision tor wounded and disabled officers 
and soldiers. 

The revenue system of the country is a 
subject of vital interest to its honor and 
prosperity, and should command the earn- 
est consideration ol Congress. The Secreta- 
ry ol the Treasury will lay before you a full 
and detailed report of the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the last fiscal year, of the 
first quarter of the present fiscal year, of 
the probable receipts and expenditures for 
tlie other tliree quarters, and the estimates 
for Ihe year following the .30th of June, 
1866. 1 might content myself with a refer- 

ence to that rep>orl. in which you will 6nd 
all the information required for your delib- 
erations and decision . But the paramount 
importance of the subject so presses itself 
on my mind that I cannot but lay before 
you my views of the measure swhich are re- 
quired for the good character, and, I miglit 
almost say, for the existence ol this people. 
The life of a republic lies certainly in the 
energy, virtue, and intelligence of its citi- 
zens; but it is equally true that a good rev- 
enue system is the lile of an organized gov- 
ernment. I meet you at a time when the 
nation has voluntarily burdened itself with 
a debt unprecedented in our annals. Vast 
as is its amount, it lades away into nothing 
when compared nwilh the countless bless- 
ings that will be conferred upon our country 
and upon man by Ihe preservation of the 
nation's life. Xow, onHhe first occasion of 
the meeting ol Congress since the return of 
peace, it is of the utmost importance to in- 
augurate a just policy, which shall at once 
be put in motion, and which shall commend 
itself 10 tho.se who come after us for its con- 
tinuance. We must aim at nothing less 
than the complete effaceiuent of the linan. 
cial evils that necessarily follow a state of 
civil war. We must endeavor to apply the 
earliest remedy to the deranged state of the 
currency, and not shrink from devising a 
policy which, without being oppressive to 
the people, shall immeiiialely begin to effect 
a reduction of the debt, and, if persisted in, 
discharge it fully within -a definitely fixed 
number of years. 

It is our first duly to prepare in earnest 
lor otir recovery from the ever-increasing 
evils of an irredeemable currency, without a 
sudden revulsion, and yet without untimely 
procrastination. For that end, we must, 
each in onr respective [jositions, prepare the 
way. I hold it the duty of the Executive 
to insist upon frugality iu the expenditures; 
and a sparing economy is itself a great na 
tional rnsoiirce. Of tho banka to which au- 
thority has been given to iitsue notes secur- 
ed by bonds of the United .States, we m.ay 
require the greatest moderation and pru- 
dence, and the law must be rigidly enforced 
when its limits are exceeded. We may, 
each one of us, counsel our active and en- 
terprising countrymen to be constantly on 
their guard, to liquidate debts contracted in 
a paper currency, and, by conducting bnai 
ness as nearly as possible on a system of 
cash payments or sliort credits, to hold 
themselves prepared to return to the stand- 
ard of gold and silver. To aid our fellow- 
citizens in the prudent management of their 
nionelarv affairs, the duty devolves on us to 
diminish by law the amount of paper mon- 
ey now in circulation. Five years ago the 
bank note circulation of the country amount- 
ed to not much more than two hundred 
millions; now the circulation, bank and na- 
tional, exceeds seven hundred millions. 
The simple statement of the fact recom- 
mends more strongly than any words ol 
mine could do Ihe necessity ol our restrain- 
ing this expansion. The gradual reduction 
of the currency is the only measure that 
can save the business of the country from 
disastrous calamities; and this can be al- 
most imperceptibly acooinplished by gradu- 
ally funding the national circulation in secu- 
rities that may be made redeemable at the 
pleasure of (he Government. 

Our debt is doubly secure — first in the 
actual wealth and still greater undeveloped 
resources of the country, and next in the 
character ot our institutions. The most in- 
telligent observers among political econo- 
mists have not failied to remark that the 
public debt of a country is safe in propor- 
tion as its people are free; that the debt of a 
republic is the safest of all. Our history 
confirms and establishes the theory, and is, 
I firmly believe, destined to give it a still 
more signal illusion. The secret ol this 
prosperity springs not merely from the fact 
that in a republic the national obligations 
are distrilniled more widely through count- 
less numbers in all classes of society; it has 
its root in the character of our laws. Here 
all men contribute to the public welfare, 
and bear their lair share of the public bur- 
dens. During the war, under the impulses 
of patriotism, the men of the great body of 
the people, without regard to their own com- 
parative want of wealth thronged to our. 
armies and filled our fleets of war, and held 
themselves ready to offer their lives for the 
public good. Xow, in their turn, the prop- 
erty and income of the conn*y should bear 
their just proportion of the burden ol tax- 
ation, wliile in our impost system, through 
means ol which increased vitality is inci- 
dentally imparted to all the industrial in- 
terests of the nation, the daties should be so 
adjusted as to fall most heavily on articles 
ol luxury, leaving the necessaries of life as 
free from taxation as the absolute wants ol 
the Government, economically administered, 
will j iistify. Xo favored cla.ss should de- 
luaml freedom Irotn assessment, and the 
taxes should be so distributed as not to fall 
unduly on the poor, but ratlier on the ac- 
cumulated wealth of liie country. We 
sliould look at the national debt just as it is 
— not as a national blessing, but as a heavy 
burden on the industry Of the country, to 
he discharged without unnecessary delay. 

It is estimated by the .Secretary of the 
Treasury tliat the expenditures for the fiscal 
vear ending the 30th of June, 1366, will ex- 
ceed the receipts §112,194,947. It is grati- 
fying. however, to stale -that jt is aDo esti- 



mated that the revenue for the year ending 
the 30th of June, 1807, will exceed the ex- 
penditures in the sum of §111,082,818. This 
amount, or so much ns may be deemed suf- 
ficient for the purpose, may be applied to 
th^ reduction of the public debt, which, on 
the 31siday of October, 1865, was §2,7-10,- 
854,750. Every reduction willdiminish llieto- 
tal amount of interest to be paid, and so 
enlarge the means of still further reductions, 
until the whole shall he liquidated; and this, 
as will be seen from the estimates of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, may be accom- 
plished by annual payments even within a 
period not exceeding thirty years. I have 
faith that we shall do all this within a rea 
sonalile lime; that, as we liave amazed the 
world liy tlie suppression of a civil war 
wliich was lliouglit to lie beyond llie con- 
trol of any Government, so we shall equally 
show llie superiority of our institutions ly 
tlie prompt and laitiifiil discharge of onr 
national obligations. 

The Department of Agriculture under its 
present direction, is accomplisliing much in 
developing and utilizing the vast agricul- 
tural capabilities ol the country, and for in- 
formation respecting the details ol its man- 
agement reference is made to Ihe annual re- 
port of the Commissioner. 

1 have dwelt tints fully on our domestic 
affairs because of their transcendent import- 
ance. Under any circumstances our great 
e.xtent of territory and variety of climate, 
producing almost everything that is neces- 
sary (or the wants, and even the comforts, of 
man, make us singularly independent of the 
varying policy of foreign powers, and pro- 
tect us against every temptation to “entang- 
ling alliances," while at thepre.seni moment 
tile re-establishment of harmony, and tlie 
strengtii that comes from liarmony, will be 
our security against “nations wlio feel power 
and forget right.” For myself, it has been, 
and it will be my constant aim to promote 
peace and amity with all foreign nations and 
powers; and I liave every reason to believe 
tliat they all, witliout exception, are an- 
imated by tlie same disposition. Our rela- 
tions witii tlie Emperor of China, so recent 
in tlieir origin, are most friendly. Our com- 
mcrco with liis dominions is receiving new 
developments, and it is very pleasing to find 
that the Government of that great Empire 
manifests satisfaction with our policy, and 
repo.ses just confidence in tlie fairness whicli 
marks our intercourse. Tlie unbroken Iiar- 
inony between the United States and llie 
Emperor of Russia is receiving a new .sup 
port (rom an enterprise designed to carry 
telegraphic lines acrossthe continent of Asia, 
tliroiigli his dominions, and so to connect us 
witli all Europe by a new channel of inter- 
course. Our commerce willi .South Ameri- 
ca is about to receive encouragement by a 
direct line ol mail slcamsliips to the rising 
Empire of Brazil. Tlie distinguislied par- 
ly of men rff science who have recently left 
our country to make a scientific exploration 
of 111 " natural history and rivers and moun- 
tain ranges of that region, liave received 
from Ihe Emperor tliat generous welcome 
wliich was to have been expected from bis 
constant friendsliip for tlie United Stales, 
and his well-known zeal in promoting the 
advancement of knowledge. A hope is cn- 
lerlained llial our commerce witli llie rich 
and populous countries that border tlie Med- 
iterranean sea maybe largelyinereased. Xolli- 
ing will be wanting, on the part of this Gov- 
ernment, to extend tlie protection of our 
flag over the enterprise of our fellow-citi- 
zeiiB. W'c receive from the Powers in tliat 
region assurances of good will, and it is 
worlliy of note that a special envoy has 
hrouglit us messages of condolence on the 
death of our late Chief Magistrate Irom 
the Bey of Tunis, whose rule includes the 
old domiiiions of Carthage, on ilic African 
const. 

Our domestic contest, now liappily ended, 
has left some traces in our relations with one 
at least of llie great maritime Powers. The 
formal accordance of belligerent rights to 
the insurgent .Slates was unprecedented, and 
lias not been justified by tlie issue. But in 
the system of neulraliiy pursued by the 
Powers wliicli made tliat concession, tliere 
was a marked difference. TTie materials of 
war for the insurgent Stales were furnished, 
ill a great measure, from llie workshops of 
Great Britain; and British ships manned by 
British subjects, and prepared for receiving 
British armaments, sallied from the ports of 
Great Britain to make war on .American 
commerce, under the slieltcr of a commis- 
sion from the insurgent States. Tlie.sejsliips. 
having once escaped from British ports, ever 
alterward entered them in every part of the 
world to refit, and so to renew their depre- 
dations. Tile consequences of this conduct 
were most disastrous to the .Slates then in 
rebellion, increasing their desolation and 
misery by the prolongation of our civil con- 
test. It bad, moreover, the effect, to a great 
extent, to drive tlie American flag from tlie 
sea, and to transler miicli of our sliipping 
ami our commerce to the very Power whose 
subject.s had created tlie necessity for sucli 
a change These events took place before 
I was called to the administration of the 
Government. The sincere desire for peace 
bv wliicli I am animated led me to approve 
tlie proposal, already made, to submit tlie 
questions whicli had tliue arisen between 
the countries to arbitration. Tlie.se questions 
are ol such moment tliat tliey must liave 
commanded the attention ol the great Pow- 
ers, and are so interwoven with the peace 
and interests of every one of tliein as to 
ba^b insured an impartial decision. I regret 
to inlorm you tliat Great Britain declined 
tlie arbitrament, but, on llic otlier hand, in- 
vited us to tlie formation of a joint com- 
mission to settle miiiual claims between the 
two countries, from wliich tliose for the dep- 
redations before mentioned sliould be ex- 
cluded. The proposition, in tliat very un- 
satisfactory form, lias been declined. 

TTie United States did not present the sub- 
ject as an impeaclitnenl of tlie good faith 
of a power wliicli was professing the most 
friendly dispositions, but as involving ques- 
tions of public law, of which the settlement 
is essential to the peace of nations; and, 
though pecuniary reparation to iheir’injured 
citizens would have followed incidentally on 
a decision against Great Britain, such com- 
pensation was not their primary object. 
They had a higher motive, and it was in the 
interests of peace and justice to establish 
important principles of international law. 
The correspondence will be placeil before 
you. The ground on which the British 
Minister rests his justification is siibslaii- 
lially lint the municipal law of a nation, 
and the domestic interpretations of tliat 
law, are tlie measure ol its duty as a neu- 
tral; and I feel bound to declare my opinion, 
before you and before tlie world, tliat iliat 
justification cannot be sustained before llie 
tribunal of nations At tlie same lime I do 
not advise to any person allempl at redress 
by acts of legislation. For the future, 
friendsliip between tlie two countries must 
rest on llic basis of uuitual justice 

From the inomentof tlie esiablisliment ol 
our Constitution, llie civilized world lias been 
convulsed by revolutions in the interests ol 
democracy or of monarctiy; but llirough all 
llio.“e rexoiiitions llic United -Slates liave 



wisely and firmly ret sed to become propa 
gandistsof republic: lisin. It is the onl' 
government suited l(. our condition, but we 
li.ave never sought to impose it on ollicrs; 
and wc have coiisisienlly followed tlie ad- 
vice of Washington to recommend it only by 
the careliil presiTvalion and prinlent use of 
the blessing. During all llie intervening 
period the policy of European Pow.ts and 
of the United .States lias, on llie wliole. been 
harmonious. Twice, imleed, rumors of tlie 
invasion ol some parts of .America, in tlie 
intereslof monarchy, have prevailcil; twice 
my predecessors have had occasion to an- 
nounce the views ol this nation in respect to 
such interference On both occasions the 
remonstrances of the United .Stales was re 
spected, Irom a deep conviction, on the part 
of European Governments, tiiat llie system 
of non-interterence and mutual ahstinance 
from propagandism was the true rule for the 
two hemispheree. .Since tliose times we 
have .advanced in weallli and power; but 
we retain the same purpose to leave the na- 
tions of Europe to choose their own dynas- 
ties and form their own systems of govern 
ment. Tliis consistent moderation may 
justly demand a corre.sponding moderation 
We sliould regard it as a great calamity to 
ourselves, to the cause of good government, 
and to tlie peace of the world, sliould any 
European power cliallenge tlie American 
people, as it were, to tli« defence of republi- 
canism against foreign interference. We 
cannot lorsee and are unwilling to consider 
wliat opportunities might present them 
selves, what combinations might offer to 
protect ourselves against designs inimical to 
our form of government. The United Stales 
desires to act in the future as they have ever 
acted heretofore; tliey never will be driven 
Irom that course but by tlie aggression ol 
European powers; and we rely on tlie wis- 
dom and justice of tliose powers to respect 
the system ol non-interference whicli lias so 
long tieeii sanctioned by lime, and which, 
byilsgooil results, lias npproved itself to 
both continents. 

Tlie correspondence between the United 
.Stales and France, in relercnce to questions 
wliicli liave become subjects of discussion 
between the two governments, will, at a 
proper time, be laid before Congres.s 

When, on tlie organization of our Gov- 
criiment, under tlic Constitution, tlie Presi- 
dent of tlie United .States delivereil liis in- 
augural address to llie two Houses ol Got - 
grees, lie said to tliem, and tliroiigli tliem to 
the country and to mankind, tliat “the pre- 
servation of tlie sacred fire of liberty and 
the destiny of the republican model ol gov- 
ernment are justly considered as deeply, per- 
haps as finally staked on the expcn'meni 
intrusted to the American people.” And the 
House of Representatives answered AV’ash- 
inglon by the voice ol Madison: “We adore 
the invisible liand which has led the Ameri- 
can people, thoiigli so many difficulties, to 
cherish a conscious responsibility for the 
destiny of republican liberty.” More than 
seventy-six years have glided away since 
these word.s were spoken; tlie United .Stales 
have passed tlirougl; severer trials than were 
foreseen; and now, at this new epoch in 
our existence as one nation, with our Union 
purified by sorrows, and strengthened by 
conflict, and establislied by the virtue ot tlie 
people, the greatness of the occasion invites 
us once more to repeat, with solemnity, tlie 
pledges of our fathers to hold ourselves an- 
swerable before our fellow-men for the suc- 
cess of the republican form of government. 
Experience lias proved its sufficiency in 
peace and in war; it has vindicated its au- 
thority (iirougli dangers, and afflictions, and 
sudden and terrible emergencies, wliich 
would have criislieil any system that had 
been less firmly fixed in thelieartof the peo- 
ple. Al the inauguration ol AVashington 
the foreign relations of the country were 
few, and its trade was repressed by hostile 
regulations; now all llie civilized nations of 
llie globe welcome our commerce and their 
Governments proless toward us amity. — 
Then our country feit its way liesitalingly 
along an iiiilried patli, with States so little 
bound together by rapid means of commu- 
nication as to he hardly known to one an- 
other, and witli historic traditions extend- 
ing over very few years, now intercourse be- 
tween the Stales is swift and intimate; the 
experience of centuries lias been crowdeil in- 
to a few generations, and has created an in- 
tense, indestructible nationality. Tlien 
our jurisdiction did not reach beyond the in- 
convenient boundariesot tlie territory which 
had achieved independence; now, ihrougli 
cessions ol lands, first colonized by .Spain 
and France, the country has acquired a 
more complex character, and lias for its nat- 
ural limits the cliain ol Lakes, llie Gulf of 
Mexico, and on the east and the west the 
two great oceans Ollier nations were wast- 
ed by civil wars for ages before lliey could 
establish lor ihcm.selves llic necessary de- 
gree ol unity; liic latent conviction that our 
form of Government is the best ever known 
to the world, lias enabled us to emerge 
from civil war witliiii four years, with a 
complete vindication of tlie conslilutional 
autliority of tlie General Government, 
and witli our local liberties and State insti- 
tutions unimpared. Tlie throngs ol emi- 
grants that crowd to our shores are witnesse 
of the confidence of all peoples in our perma- 
nence. Here is tlie great land of free labor 
wlierc industry is blessed witli unexampled 
rewards, and the bread of tlie workingman 
is sweetened by the consciousne.ss tliat the 
cause of tlie country “is his own caii.se, his 
own safety, his own dignity." Here every- 
one enjoys tlie free use of lii.s (actilti.-s and 
llie clioice of activity as a natural riglil. 
Here, under Ihe combined influence of a 
fruitful soil, genial climes, and liappy insti- 
tutions, population lia.s increased fifteen-fold 
witliiaa century. Here, tlirough tlie easy 
development of boundless resources, wealth 
lias increased witli two-fold greater rapidity 
titan numbers, so tliat we have become se- 
cure against llie financial vicissitudes of oili- 
er countries, and, alike in business and in 
opinion, are self-centered and truly indepen- 
dent Ilere more and more care is giv- 
en to provide education for every one 
liorn on our soil. Here religion, releas- 
ed from political connection with ilic civ- 
il government, reliises to subserve tlie 
craft of statesmen, and becomes, in its inde- 
pendence, the spiritual life of tlie people. 
Here toleration i.s extended to every opin- 
ion, in tlie quiet certainty tliat truth needs 
only a fair field to secure tlie victory. Here 
llie liuman mind goes forth un.sliackled in 
llie pursuit of science, to collect stores of 
knowledge and acquire an ever increasing 
mastery over the forces of nature. Here the 
national doma'ii is offered and lield in mil- 
lions ol Separate Iree-liolds, so tliat our fel- 
low-citizens, beyotid tlie occiipanls of any 
otlier pnrl ol tlieeartli, constitute in reality 
a people. Here exists tlie democratic form 
of government, and iliat form ofgoverment, 
liv tlie coiife.isioii of Eiirojiean statesman, 
“gives a power o( n liicli no otlier form is 
capable, because it incorporates every man 
witli the .Stale, and iir.inaes everytliing 
tliat belongs to ilieHoiil. " 

Wliere, in pa.sl liiriory, does a par:Jlel 
exist to llie public liappiiiess whicli is 
within llic reacli of the people of tlie 



United Slates? WJierc, in any part of 
the globe, can institutions be found so 
so suited to ilieir habits or so entitled 
to llieir love, as tlieir own free Constitu- 
tion? Everyone of litem, then, in wliatever 
p.art of llie land he iias his home, must wisli 
its perpetuity. \\ lio ol them will not now 
acknowledge, in the. words of Wasliington, 
that “every step by whicli liie people ot (he 
United States have advanced to llie char 
rcter of an independent nation seems to 
liave lieen disliitguislicd by some token ot 
i’rovidenlial t^eiicy?” Wlio will not join 
will) me in tlie praver, Iliat (lie invisible 
hand which lias led ns tliroiigli the clouds 
tliat gloomed aroiiod our path, will so guide 
u.s onward to a perfect restoration of frater- 
nal afl'ecliou, that we of tins day may be 
able to transmit our great inlieritance, of 
State Governments in all their riglite, ot the 
General Government in its whole constitu- 
tional vigor, to onr posterity, and tliey to 
theirs tliroiigli countless generations.

Thirty-Ninth Congress. 

Congress met on Monday morning last. 
The House was organized by the election of 
Hon. .Scliiiyler Colfax, ol Indiana, to the 
Speakersliip. On taking the Cliair, Mr. 
Colfax spoke at loliows: 

Gentlemen of llie House of Representa- 
tives: The reassembling ol Congress, mark- 
ing, as it does, tlie procession of our nation- 
al liislory, is always regarded with interest 
by the people for whom it is to legislate. 
But it is not lUi.Hale to say that millions 
more lliaii ever before, Nortli, South, East 
and West, are looking to the Congress whicli 
opens- its first session to-day, with an ear- 
nestness and solicitude tiiiequaled on sim- 
ilar occasions in the past. Tlie Tliirty- 
eighth Congress closed its conslilutional 
existence w-itli storm-clouds of war still 
lowering over us, and, alter a nine months’ 
absence. Congress resumed its legislative 
authority in tlicse national lialls, rejoicing 
that from sliore to shore in our land' tliere 
is peace 

Its duties are as obvious as the sun’s 
pathway in tlie lieavens, representing in its 
two branches, tlie .Slates and the people. Its 
first and liigliesl obligation is to guarantee 
to every .Stale a republican lorm ol govern- 
ment. 'I'lie rebellion having overthrown 
the constitutional .State Governments in 
many ol llie .States, it is your duly to ma- 
lure .and enact by legislaliou, wliich, with 
concurrence, will secure Governments on 
sucli a basis of einlurliig justice ns will 
guarantee all necessary safeguards to the 
people and afiord wliat our Magna Charta, 
liie Declaration of 1 ndepenilence, proclaims 
as the cliief oiijecls of all Governments — 
protection to all men in tlieir inalienable 
riglits.

The fires of civil war liave melted 
every letter in the land, and proved the 
funeral pyre of slavery. It is lor you rep- 
resentatives to do your work as laitbfullv 
and as well as did the fearless saviors of 
tlie Union in tl-.eir more dangerous arenas 
of duty, 'riicn we may live to see Ihe va- 
cant and once abandoned seats around us 
gradually filling up until tliis liall shall 
contain Rejiresenlalivcs Irom every .Stale 
and district, and tlieir liearts devoted to tlie 
Union for wliich tliey are to legislate — jeal- 
ous of its iionor, proud of its glory, watch- 
ful ol it.s riglits, and hostile to its enemies;

Disbursing and Auditing Departments, which eno 
ables him at once to remody any deficieDcy that 
may arise in their claims. Local Claim Agcnts,of 
course, expect compensation fer their time and la- 
bor, and the8oldier,by employing them, in addition 
to theexpensc, is employing a remote medium of 
communication with the Departments at Washing- 
ton, necessarily attended 'with delay. 

The Stj&te has also employed Local Agent.s at 
Louisrillo, Ky., Col. John W, Gault and Col. W. 
De B. Morrill, who will cheerfully render infor- 
mation and assistance to soldiers having claims 
due them by the Government /re< of charge. 

The U. S. Sanitary Commission, which has

But an apology for the want of editorial 
and other matter is useless when our paper 
is graced with such a production aa the one 
which occupies it to-day. Nothing ol more 
interest could be offered to the attention of 
our reailers. It is a state paper ol great 
ability and power, breathing a spirit of no- 
ble patriotism au'l true loyalty, ami setting 
before the people of our country and of Eu- 
rope, too, views of our Government, with its 
duties and responsibilities, the wisdom and 
justice ot which cannot be controverted. The 
Message stamps the President as a states- 
man ol wide and liberal views, of itulepend- 
ent thought and high culture.

We have not, says the Cincinnati 
Commercial, been able to discover, after a 
faithful perusal of our .Southern exchanges, 
what they regarded as treason. The New 
Orleans Times, however, comes toour assist- 
ance It informs us that, in Louisiana, 
treason consists in hobling a convention and 
passing resolutions that the entire people of 
the Stale are entitled to a voice in its gov- 
ernment, and in opening polls at,_which the 
native adult males, whether while or black, 
can vote. According to the Times, Mr. 
Benj. F. Flanders, Mr. Rufus Waples, and 
people of their way of thinking, who voted 
with the colored people at the late election 
for Mr. Wnyiiioth, are traitors. Well, it is 
encouraging to discover that there is such 
something they call treason in I.ouisiana, 
even though it be a sort of treason unknown 
to the laws ofotber nations. Inasmuch as 
treason against the United States has not 
been extensive! y |>tinished in Louisiana, and 
as most of those engaged in it have e.vperi- 
eiiced the full beiietit ot the clemency of the 
E.xecutive, wouldn’t it be grateful to the 
teelinga of the Times if Governor Wells 
would interpose between the cnipiits and the 
majesty of offended law, and pardon Messrs. 
Flanders & Co — ^just once!

Semi official news from Ihe City of Mexi- 
co, under dale ol November 17, has been 
received in this City, at the Mexican Lega- 
tion. Langlaia, the Minister ol the Treasury 
whom Kapoleon sent to Maximilian, in order 
to arrange Ihe finances ol the Empire, has 
declareil that it i.s impossible to succeed in 
that enterprise, as ihcs budget amounts to 
forty millions, and the receipis don't qiiiie 
reach the sum ol lilleen millions 

There is no confirmation ol Ihe report of 
the defeat of the Liberal forces under Un- 
galdo and Kigiiro. 

The French are concentrating their forces 
in San Luis Potesi. the City ol Mexico, and 
on the Rio Grande. 

'I'he abandonment of the .States of Sonora, 
Sinaloa, Chihuahua, Nueva Leon and Coa- 
huila has been officially confirme.l in Ihe 
late advices Iroui Mexico. It is represented 
that the Liberals are daily gaining ground, 
and the number ol their forces is always in- 
creasing. General Diaz defeated an Im- 
perial force in the Slate of Puebla, and al- 
lerwards went to see General .Mvarez, to 
combine in a ilecisive movement against the 
French. The Iturbide f.amily have renotinc- 
c.l their right 'o live in Mexico, and all 
political < laimsihey may have to the ilexi- 
cau throne, for the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars apiece. Mr. Argel Ilur- 
hide has given his own child to Maximilian, 
and ihe boy, only two years old, has been 
adopted by Maximilian, and iiiaile an Im- 
perial prince. Mrs. Iturbide, his mother, 
has been the viciiin of an infamous (.lot 
She has been taken away Iroiii her ton, al- 
ter being compelled lo sign a paper re- 
nouncing her right ns a mother. It was de- 
cided to send her out of the country.

The Jamaica Insurrection. 

The Jamaica insurrection is over 'Die 
ringleaders have been executed with a shrift 
as short as ever characterized the bloodiest 
times. The negroes were in lauh ; tliat is, 
they violated the laws, and sought the de- 
struction of the government which was over 
them. They have been conquered ami sub- 
dued, and while humanity must shudder at 
the rapidity of the judicial proceedings wliich 
terminated in their execution, there are few 
who will question the propriety of bringing 
all such offemlers to merited piinisbnieiit. 
The insurrectionists in Jamaica were ne- 
groes, and negroes are not entitled to imniii- 
nitivs not allowalile lo wiiiio men. 

The public, however, would like to know 
something more than the blooily details ami 
result of the in.=urreclioii. What was it 
about? is a very natural question; and the 
English papers liirnish us with some infor- 
mation [upon this point. Jamaica contains 
an area somewhat less than that of the stale 
of MassacluisetU, and has an aggregate 
population ol 441 ,0l)0. The government 
consists of a governor appointed by the Eng- 
lish crown, a privy council appointed by the 
governor, a legislative council of 17 iiiem- 
bers also appointed by the governor, ami an 
elective assembly of -47 memlier-, two from 
each ot the 22 parishes into which the islaml 
is divided ami ore from each of i lie three prin- 
cipal cities 'Fhe legislalivc councils and (he 
as.sembly are the law -making power, subject 
lo a discretionary veto ol the governor. 
The members ol (lie assembly, who must be 
tax-payers, receive a salary of $4,0011 per 
annum. Each parish has a magistrate ap- 
pointed for lile by the governor; under him 
is a vestry of local magistracy, consi.sting 
of the rector and cburcli wardeii.s, ilie jus- 
tices of the peace, and ten vestrymen The 
judiciary exmsists ol one cliief justice and 
three assistanl.s. The government, it will he 



seen, is as far removed from the people as 
possible, and, so far as the local magistracy 
Is concerued, is in the hands of the clergy 
of the English church We do not know 
the qualification of voters, but it must be 
exclusive, as the London papers put the 
whole number of voters at only 2,500, or 
less than one voter to every 175 of tlie pop- 
ulation. The assembly is composed exclu- 
sively ol planters, who, with the clergy of 
the established church, fill also the legisla- 
tive and privy councils. The church, of 
course, is a state institution, but the vast 
multitude of the people do not belong to it, 
being either Baptist, Methodist, Presbyte- 
rian, Roman Catholic, or adherents of some 
Ollier religious body. The struggle is the old 
one of a people taxed and ruled by a cliurcli 
of which they are not members. In nil the 
accounts of the insurrection written by min- 
isters of the established church there runs a 
spirit of antagonism to the dissenting clergy- 
men, amounting in some instances to an in- 
timation that the negroes were the dupes of 
the Methodist and other preachers. But 
this discontent upon religious matters is com- 
paratively a small aff'air. 

The planters arc in possession of the gov 
ernnienl. They make the laws, and those 
laws are all lor their own interest. The’ne 
groes of the island were emancipated in 1838, 
and since then there has been a constant war 
between them and the planters. The negro 
has been vainly seeking civil rights; the 
planter denying them. 'The negro has been 
seeking the right to make a contract and 
have it enforced; the planters have been en- 
gaged in defeating this, and in placing the 
negro at their mercy. The negro has had 
to struggle against the most adverse circum- 
stances. The race has not, in its freedom, 
lost its prolific nature, and the colored pop- 
ulation has increased largely. In addition 
lo this, tlie planters have lor years been in- 
troducing coolies. Notwithstanding the 
fact that these die alter a short residence, 
the number is kept up by constant importa- 
tion. The native negro has to contend for 
emplorment against the coolie, who is noth- 
ing else than a slave and against laws which 
deny him any redress against the dishonesty 
or bad faith of the planters. The latter re- 
tain practically the old slaveholding notion 
that the negro is only fitted for slavery, and 
their legislation is directed not to the im- 
provement of Ihe race, morally or intellect- 
ually, but 10 their deeper degradation. 

The negro has no standing in court except 
as a defendant on the complaint of a wliite 
man; he is denied the privilege of liuying 
land; he can gel no lease unless he siipiilaies 
lo .sell his products to his landlord at prices 
fixed by the latter; all other planters refuse 
10 buy of him. He is therefore (and it must 
be remcmbereil that the negroes are a large 
majority of the population) compelled to 
squat on the laml of some planter, who can 
turn him off at any momeiiU If he hires 
himself to a planter, the latter may pay him 
or not; and as (laying is the exception and 
not the rule, Ihe negro is compelled lo work 
for nothing or .seek a miserable sustenance 
ii|)On land loo [loor lo invite eulliire liy its 
owner. .All appeals for a redre.ss of ifiese 
grievances liavc been laiiglied to scorn by 
tlie planters 

Tlie great error il not crime in Ilie policy 
ol the dominant race in Jamaica, and it is 
an error which ihi.s country is now on the 
eve of repealing or avoiding, is that of with- 
holding (rom (he emancipated slave the on- 
ly inducement that has evtr drawn man 
wliiie or lilark, lo voliinlarv labor, and that 
is a fair (irice. 'fhe history ol tlie civilized 
world may be searched in vain lor an in- 
stance ol an industrious people, or of volun- 
tary labor, where (lie laborer was refused 
wages, or denied the wages when earned; and 
there is no precedent of a people who have 
reliised lo labor when lor that labor tliey 
were offered lair compensation, and when 
llicy had earned it received it. The rapid 
decline in the prosperity ol Jamaica, and 
the equally rapid increase of its debt, are 
the result of unremitting struggle upion the 
part of the (ilanters and government lo re- 
ver.se this universal law. As a mailer of 
course it has tailed, and Ihe failure has been 
as disastrous to the wliiies as il has been lo 
the blacks. Tlie recent insurrection owes its 
origin to ibis denial ol justice, and the won- 
der is tlial (be blacks have borne il so pa- 
tiently during the quarter of a century that 
they have been free. No other race would 
have endured il lor one-fourth that lime. It 
is not surprising that a population numeri- 
cally in. ihe ascendency, reduced lollie moat 
squalid poverty, denied tlie ownership ol any 
portion of the soil, refused even a leaee, ex 
eluded from any political and civil rights, 
only recognized in the coiiits as criminals, 
denied even admission to the alms house — 
it is, we repeal, a wonder, not that these peo- 
ple have rebelled, but that they have not re- 
belled before.
